1. (Twice Amended) A low attenuation optical fiber, comprising: 
a light transmitting region having 

a dispersion characteristic (D) of 2.0 to 14.0 ps/nm/km in absolute value over a 
wavelength band of 1530 to 1565 ran, and 

a transmission loss at a wavelength of 1550 ran which does not exceed 0.25 dB/km 
under standard atmospheric conditions, wherein 

said transmission loss at a wavelength of 1550 nm does not exceed 0.25 dB/km after
